Khnball acting as sesretary, In the 
sence of Miss M. E. lia^kell. There, was a 
good attendance of the teaclfcrs from tiio 
fchooU of the neighboring towns: a^o, those

er's Preparation,'.', which was 'So carefully 
prepared and Inteicsting- that a- motion to 
the effect that It be. published in the Colorado 
Springs journ&Js was made and nnanimou.»ly 
adopted.

A clear understandiug of a teacher's work 


i-s necessary to » proper Idea of the adequate 
preparation for thkt work.j 
1'arents exi*ct 


the teachers of their children to understand 
each branch taught so thoroughly that he cf>u 
make dear to tho child's perception those 
things.that his book falls lo make him under- 
stand; they expect him to stir him to activity 
if he is Indolent; to train him 90 that he limy 
mite better, read better, (peak mote correc- 
tly, think more quickly,—in short. dM any- 
thing belter at the end of it term than at iu> 
beginning 
They want all this done in the 


best way wlUUhe least friction: they think 
the teacher ouglit to be k|nd, patient, inter, 
estlng and enthusiastic, and so he ought. \\> 
all'siant that the community lias a right to 
expect, ycf, to demand, such work of its 
teachers. 
This nation demands that Ameri- 


can teachers shall train children to such self- 
control, and obedience lo lawful authority, 
iuch an understanding of the principles of 
i;ood government as shall make them patriotic 
citizen?, capable of .icting intelligently and 
honestly in choosing rulers and enacting laws 
»nd fililng'onicial 'iwltlyns:

Ket'ping in nilnd Iheso two demands upon 


Uie teacher— that of the individual parent. 
»ndthatot the American people as a whole, 
—let us look at his preparation. 
This is of 


two kinds, that made while Ihe teacher Is 
still ihe student and that nude for Midi day's 
recitations when he is actually, engaged in 
the work. The. first is usually made during 
childhood »«1 youth and is * three fold train- 
ing—physical, ment»l »nd moral., 


The pliyslrrt j«*jt»tlo» should be as 


thorough as the mental or moral, though it Is 
much otteuer Ignored, both by the student 
and his friends. 
A teacher should come to 


his work, not simply well at Uie, time, but 
having such know ledge ot Ids o«n physical 
needs and Bach habits of living as will enable 
him to keep well; and If a 19th century 
teacher doea keep well, with ever-varylne de- 
mands upon evcrj- faculty: of uis nature, 
wltli a constant and tremendous strain upon 
his nervous system, wltli long hours of con- 
finement In rooms whose atmosphere is the 
opposite of bracing, a very Intlmato knowl- 
edge «f his own limitations and very careful 
habits of life will be reauircd. 


A thorough moral preparation for tho 


teacher's profession implies much raoro than 
wo ar«»ptto think.. The legal demand that 
each persou receiving a. certmcate shall fur- 
nish satisfactory evidence- of good moral char- 
acter me-"is simply that the applicant shall 
not bo guilty ot «iiy outbreaking crimes—he 
shall not be * thief or' a murderer—and this 
neca«ve moral character l» perhaps all Uie 
law can demand; but before a teacher can be 
well prepared morally lie must learn first to 
control himself. Ills nil ancient s&ylDK that 
"\ngerrestelhln the bosom1 of fools;''cer- 
tainly it Is only the foolish teacher who nl- 
lo»slilnisattoyleld to HigeTi impattence, or 
liiittWIHy In III* school.-room, llow can chil- 
dren respect the tcaelicr who throws .a wet 
sponge at a saiicy boy, who slaps this pupil, 
»nd boxes that one's earl' Can they have a, 
Kit-ater regard for the other, who, haying too 
inucli self-respect to do thcso childish tilings, 
yet scolds like a virago or measures out words. 
that sting likobcoa? Every exhibition of an- 
ger weakens tho tcaclier's Influence and loos- 
ens his hold upon his school; None tlio less 
needful Is tho exerclso "f "selC-oontrol when 
one Is tempted to relievo discouragement 'or 
nervousness by » Hood ot tews; this subjects 
tho teacher to the scorn ot one set of. pupils 
and to the sympathy of nnotlier, but neltlicr 
will give afteiYinrd Uie more enrnest atten- 
tion or tho prompter obedience. 1 shall never 
foiiet Ihe remark of » small boy about his 
now teacher whom ho had. not before much 
liked. She had come Into i» hard 'school and 
had been confronted »tfirst by*rebellion 
that requited prompt and severe treatment; 
she hnd on this particular day whipped ri boy 
In the presence of her. scholars without j icld- 
Inc to anger or weakness. This llttlo fellow; 
accustomed to seeing lady teachers tearful 
at such junctures, wns much amazed at her 
hulct demeanor, iihd paid decidedly, "Jliss

boy 'Ihout cryin'." The well-lilted moral 
learner must kubwlnlhe second place that 
thn best way to govern others Is to teach them 
self-control; If each child governs himself Jt 
Is not n dlracult thing to manage » room fall;

with a desire for self-government so strong 
tlmt It will keep him from disorder and Idle- 
ness.

for each term of the year is planned for him. 
Thi! teacher of an" ungraded, i chool cannot 
well imp out work for a year, because he is 
ollcn eiiirticed to stay as Ions as the money 
l^sts-a somewhat indcliuite way of measur- 
ing lime, pafllcnlarly.lf "tie doc-n't • know 
how much money there is. But even these 
teachers will fiod It an advantage to have a. 
Iked amount of knowledge tn bit lauilit in a 
definite lime—a month, (wo months, or a 
term.' Some teachers- tind It a help to plan on 
Friday of what objector part of'nsublect. 
they will teach'duiing each recitation of a 
coaling week; (here is an advantage In this, 
thst all'the lessons of the week can be made 
to lead up to the one on Thursday, nnd then 
clinched by a review on Friday.. This weekly 
plan milst be very flexible, however, so UuU 
if one lesson Is not time enough for a given 
topic.- another day can bo given to it Without 
trouble.

The preparation for the recitatfous of the 


coming day. should be- thorough, careful, eu: 
thusinstlc; it should Include such a complete 
knowledge of the subjects taught, that n book 
will rarely be needed for the teacher's use 
during the recilation. Any Hems not given 
In the text-book, likely to Interest tho class or 
Impress the fact?, should bo looked up 
taught. Often the oral lesson Is remembered, 
when the book-taught facts are forgotten.
